A brilliant .69-yard touchdown 
by Halfback Jim Howe with less 
than 30 seconds left in the game 
gave the Kentucky Wildcats a tie 
with Villanova College last Saturday 
on Stoll Field 

Howe took a short pass from 
Quarterback George Blanda on the 
right side of the field, dodged and 
twisted toward the left sidelines 
picking up Kentucky interference en 
route and then made a dash down 
the field into the end zone. Johnny 
Meihaus threw the final block on * 
burly Villanova player. 

The sensational run enabled the 
Big Blue to avert their first loss to 
an intersectional foe while under Uie 
tutelage of Coach Paul Bryant. 

As a result of this deadlock with 
Villanova, the Lexington Lynxes 
now have a mark against non-con- 
ference opponents, since the 1946 
season or. 14 wins and a tie. 

Main Liners Score Early 

The Main Liners from Philadel- 



phia scored in the opening quarter 
when, after a fine goal-line stand by 
the UK forward wall. Quarterback 
Bill Dohertv tossed a short pass to 
End Ed Berrang. who made a diffi- 
cult, stumbling catch in the end 
zone Fullback Tom Clavin's con- 
version was good and the score stood 
VILLANOVA 7. KENTUCKY 0. 

In the second quarter, the burly 
Wildcats from Pennsylvania scored 
again. Starting on their own 24. the 
Villanova eleven marched 76 yeards 
with the tally coming on a pass from 
Halfback Bob Polidor to End Frank 
Kane in the end zone. Clavin's kick 
was blocked by UK's All-Southeast- 
ern candidate. Bob Gain, and the 
count went to VILLANOVA 13. KEN- 
TUCKY 0 

The half ended three minutes 
later. 

Big Blue Gets Started 

Kentucky received the kickofT to 
start the second half. They started 



from their 27 and paced by Jim 
Howe and Bill Boiler moved the 
leather down field on a sustained 
drive. 

Howe moved the ball from the 10- 
yard line to the 1. Then Oeorgc 
Blanda called a Boiler play, and the 
gndder from Beaver Falls. Pa., buck- 
ed the ball over for UK's initial 
marker Halfback Bob Brook's place- 
ment was blocked ov the VC line 
The score: VILLANOVA 13. KEN- 
TUCKY 6. 

In the late third quarter and 
throughout 14 minutes of the final 
canto. Kentucky's offense was stop- 
ped, largely because of three 
fumbles by UK backs. 

Then, with just seconds left in the 
game. Blanda faded back for a pass 
and spotted Howe on his right. He 
flipped the ball to Howe, and the 
Fort Thomas junior cut to the left, 
picking up Kentucky interference, 
and raced down the left side for 39 
yards and the all-important touch- 
down. 

Seconds later Bobby Brooks, UK's 
promising sophomore, from Gary. 
Ind., coolly made the conversion 
which tied ihe same KENTUCKY 
13. VILLANOVA 13.

The speaker, a delegate to an in- 
ternational industrial conference 
held In Stockholm last year .who 
afterwards inspected Germany's 
post-war industry at the request of 
Oen. Luciuc D. Clay, presented three 
other alternatives in a situation he 
called "the most complicated in the 
United States today - 
Lists Three Proposals 
The United States could:

2. Adopt the Morganthau Plan of 
reducing Germany to an agricul- 
tural state in which event one-third 
of the German people will die of 
starvation.
